The Diſtreſs they were in could not bur he 
very great: not only when they tho t chemſelves 
Jult ſinking and immediately periſhing in the 
deep; but even after they had <ſcaped the Seas, 
and were ready to ſay, that 1:irely rheBitrerneſs 
ofDeath was paſt: Vhen they found themſelves 
upon a remote Rock, comparatively but of a 
{mall Compaſs; having recovered little or no- 
thing of the Proviſions they were laden with, to 
fatisfy their craving Appetites; nor any thing 
but a lictleCanvas to skreen them from the ex- 
tream Severities of the Seaſon : Their Cir— 
cumſtances muſt needs be very ſad & doleful. 
Death in it's moſt terrible Array preſented it 
Jelf to their View ; and if at any Time there 
ſeemed to be ſome ſmall proſpect of their E- 


ſcape, it preſently vanithed ; their Hopes were 
quickly daſh'd and deſtroyed. In this miſera- 
ble & diſtreſſed State did they continue for 


more than twenty Days, in this difficult Seaſon 
of the Year, wholly without Fire, and in a man- 
ner without Food, till one of the Company ex- 
piring, they fed upon his dead Body, and ſo 
reſerved their own alive. And then, together 
with their bodily Miſeries, we are informęd 
that they were ſome of them under the utmoſt 
Horrors of Conſcience, and in the greateſt 
Diſtreſs 
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Diſtreſs of Mind - So that as the Text expreſſes 
it, The ſorrows of Death ccmpaſſed them, and the 
pains of Hell gat hold upon them: They found 
trouble & ſorrow. And accordingly they took 
the ſame Courſe the Pſalmiſt did: They called 
upon the name of the Lord, and put up their uni- 
ted Cries to GOD to deliver their Souls. And 
met with the like Succeſs that he did. He who 
is ſaid to regard the Prayer of the deſtitute, beard 
their voice out of his Temple, their cry came before 
Him, even into his Ears: And he very wonder- 
fully appeared for them. His Power & Good- 
neſs were remarkably and almoſt miraculouſly 
diſplayed, in ſupporting & preſerving their frail 
Lives for ſo long a Time, when in danger of. 
periſhing thro' the Extremities of Cold & Hun- 
ger: As allo in deſtroying their Schemes, and 
diſappointing their Defigns ; and by not ſuffer- 
ing them to take their own Way & Time for 
Deliverance, which they were afterwards made 
to ſee muſt to human Appearance have proved 
fatal to them. Till at length when they were 
juſt upon periſhing, and when Nature with- 
out a perfect Miracle, could poſſibly have held 
out no longer, GOD is pleaſed to work out De- 
liverance for them; and che Commander, and
